No order authorizing Youngstown or Salem stop has yet been received. 
Captain 
T etlow and his officers and several of the men lost their most 
valued souvenirs through theft aboard tho transport fnroute home. Tetlow 
was bringing a fine German helmet for W . H. M ullins which is gone, along 
with numerous souvenirs intrndrd for other Salem friends. 
A rigid in­ 


vestigation is in progress but so far has proved unfruitful. 
No suspicion at- 
1 taches to Company A boys. 
A visit to company quarters Monday found all the boys in fine fettle. 
Thev were busy brushing up their uniforms for the Ohio trip. 
A ll asked 
about the 8alem folks and were interested in industrial conditions and pros­ 
pects for work there. 
They eagerly sought news of their friends and lauded 
the work of the Red Cross, the Knights of Columbus and the Salvation army, 
especially the Salem Red Cross Christmas packages. 
They report that they 
received their mail with fair regularity, and are well informed of Salem 
happenings through The News 


The hoys all agree that the work in the Argonne region and the St. 
Mihiel sector was the most strenuous undergone abroad. 
Laughingly they 
tell of their first night bombing experience at Boncier. 
Several of the boyi 
rolled out of their billets equipped fully in underwear and gas masks. They 
are proud of the compliment paid to the battalion by the inspecting officer 
of the Le Mans classification area just before they started home, who com­ 
mended them and their officrrs for having the neatest equipped and best ap­ 
pearing battalion which had passed through that section. 
General Pershing 
also commended this unit sim ilarly. 


Ohio troops are arriving rapidly. 
The Montana docked Monday with 
1400 Ohioans, the 112th supply train, and the George Washington brought 
4400 more. Including the 135th machi ne gun battalion today. 
Captain Tetlow spent today in New York, accompanying M ajor Christy, 
while some of his men on 24 hour leave took in the sights of the city.
